THE authorities at Philadelphia be-
lieve in heroic remedies. The discov-
ery of a virulent case of small-pox un-
der circumstances indicating that hun-
dreds of persons might have been ex-
posed, created an emergency that de-
manded prompt action, which was tak-
en by the Department of Public Health
and Charities, ably supported by the
police. A section containing nearly 2,-
